GUARD’S TERROR

A masked robber pointed a 9mm 
pistol at the chest of a brave man 
who refused to hand over a cash 
box and then pulled the trigger, a 
court heard. 

The gunman confronted cash de¬ 
livery worker James Smith outside 
a Co-op in Tattenham Crescent, 
Tattenham Corner, at about 
10.30am on January 30,2013. 

Mr Smith who spent 24 years in 
the Army, told Guildford Crown 
Court last week his natural in¬ 
stinct kicked in as the robber ag¬ 
gressively repeated: “Give me the 
f****** box.” 

Mr Smith said: “I wasn’t going to 
let it go. I don’t know why. I held 


on. It’s not what you’re meant to 
do, but I had never been in a situa¬ 
tion when I had been attacked with 
a box.” 

The gunman pulled the trigger, 
but nothing happened. 

“He looked at it like why hasn’t it 
gone off. He took one swipe 
straight underneath my visor, 
straight up to the mouth area,” Mr 
Smith said. 

“He knocked my head back and I 
could sort of start to feel my 
mouth fill up with blood. 

“It was repeated. Bang. Strike 
after strike.” 

He described falling down and 
the cash box coming out of his 
grasp as he was kicked, punched 
and stamped on. 

The robber escaped with the cash 
box as paramedics, who happened 
to be nearby, rushed to his aid. 


Ambulance care assistant Taylor 
Barton’s statement read in court 
said: “His face was covered in 
blood. I could see fragments of 
teeth on the front of his stab vest.” 

Mr Smith, from Sunwin Services 
Group, needed four stitches to his 
top lip and bone implants because 
his jaw was “smashed so badly”. 

Laura MacDowell, of Bliss hair¬ 
dressers, said she saw a slim gun¬ 
man in black hit the security guard 
between 15 and 20 times. 

She said: “He just kept whacking 
him with the gun. The security 
guard ended up falling on the 
ground. The man started kicking 
him.” 

Owner Corinne Reeves said in a 
statement: “I could hear a cracking 
sound. The security guard was 
being hit in the face.” 

Terrance Clark, 50, and his son 


Lewis Clark, 27, from Thessaly 
Road, Battersea, have pleaded not 
guilty to conspiracy to rob and 
having an imitation firearm with 
criminal intent. 

The prosecution told the court 
the father’s car was caught on a po¬ 
lice camera in convoy with the get¬ 
away car on January 15, while 
telephone analysis showed the pair 
visited the area that month. 

Prosecutor Ian Hope said a lap¬ 
top from the son’s partner’s home 
revealed that someone had 
searched online for “successful 
bank robbery” and “grabbing se¬ 
cure boxes”. 

Mr Hope said the father bought a 
new kitchen and the son spent 
cash at designer outlet Bicester 
Village in the weeks after the 
robbery.

More cuts on the way

A women’s prison that was 
closed, despite making signifi¬ 
cant improvements last year, 
is due to re-open for male pris¬ 
oners in October. 

Last September, the Min¬ 
istry of Justice (MoJ) an¬ 
nounced Downview, on the 
border of Banstead and 
Sutton, would be closed and 
“re-roled” to house male pris¬ 
oners due to a surplus in the 
number of places for women 
elsewhere and the need for 
more spaces for men. 

Its prisoners were trans¬ 
ferred last October and most 
of its staff moved to prisons in 
London, where they remain 
temporarily. 

Some staff are still working 
in Downview, which is under¬ 
going renovation work to 
make the necessary changes 
to convert it into a male 
prison. 

The MoJ said it could not yet 
confirm which category of 


prisoners it would hold or 
whether all of its existing staff 
members would be retained. 

Downview was inspected by 
the Independent Monitoring 
Board (IMB), during 332 visits, 
from January to December 
last year. 

It published a glowing report 
on the prison this month, in 
stark contrast to its report on 
neighbouring High Down, 
published in March, which 
said the male prison had a 
dreadful year and had been 
“pared to the bone and be¬ 
yond” with staff cuts, prison¬ 
ers left in locked cells for 
protracted periods and con¬ 
cerns over rehabilitation. 

The IMB said Downview had 
made many improvements in 
its last year 

It said: “The prisoners were 
treated with decency and re¬ 
spect in a calm atmosphere 
and almost all of them were 
kept busy with purposeful 
activity.” 

Healthcare was deemed of a 
high standard and the IMB 
noted improvements in the 
prison’s education, training

and employment functions. 

But it added: “The ‘core day’ 
allowance of only 24 hours per 
week for out-of-cell education 
and work is nothing like 
enough and recommends the 
whole concept is reviewed.” 

It said that although Down- 
view planned the transfer of 
prisoners well, it said it was 
rushed by the “sudden deci¬ 
sion to empty the prison a 
month early”. 

Last March, the IMB raised 
concerns that one in seven in¬ 
mates at Downview were sus¬ 
pected of using, supplying or 
carrying drugs, but the report 
said measures had been taken 


to reduce the availability and 
use of drugs. It found the drug 
supply reduction group 
worked to search outside 
workers and incoming post, 
and conducted cell searches 
and closed visits for prisoners 
where intelligence deemed 
these necessary. 

It said the abuse of pre¬ 
scribed, as well as illegal, 
drugs was a large part of the 
problem. 

Downview’s Josephine But¬ 
ler juvenile unit was also 
closed at the end of last Au¬ 
gust because of declining 
numbers. 

The MoJ said there would be 
“opportunities to share facili¬ 
ties for economies of scale” 
with High Down prison, next 
door, when Downview re¬ 
opened, but that the two pris¬ 
ons would not be merged. 

A Prison Service spokesman 
said: “We need a modern, fit- 
for-purpose estate, which pro¬ 
vides prison accommodation 
at a much lower cost to the 
taxpayer, and in the right 
places, to deliver our ambition 
of reducing re-offending.” 


Asking prison governors to 
slash the cost of holding in¬ 
mates by a further £149m in 
the next year can be achieved 
without compromising safety 
or rehabilitation, according to 
the Government. 

Ian Bickers, the governor of 
High Down prison, on the bor¬ 
der of Banstead and Sutton, 
admitted that major cost-cut¬ 
ting measures introduced by 
the Ministry of Justice (MoJ) 
last year had caused opera¬ 
tional difficulties. 

The Epsom Guardian was

contacted by a number of rela¬ 
tives of prisoners and ex¬ 
prison officers who raised 
concerns about staff short¬ 
ages and prisoners being kept 
locked in their cells for long 
periods of time - both refuted 
by the MoJ. 

And a report by the Indepen¬ 
dent Monitoring Board (IMB) 
on High Down for 2013 - cover¬ 
ing the period when cost-cut¬ 
ting measures were 
introduced - said it had been a 
“dreadful” year for the prison. 

But Michael Spurr, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of the National Of¬ 
fender Management Service, 
announced more cuts were on 
the way. 

Savings of £149m have been 
identified from the cost of 
running prisons in 2014 to 2015 
- about £2,200 a prisoner a 
year. 

A prison service spokesman 
said: “We are making prisons 
more effective and cheaper to 
run - not by cutting services 
or reducing quality, but by 
fundamentally changing the 
way we operate. We have re¬ 
placed old, inefficient build¬ 
ings with newer ones that are 
cheaper to run and ensured 
prison officers are in frontline 
roles. We have seen significant 
improvements in operational 
performance.” 
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Lidl to demolish Organ & Dragon building 


The much-loved ex-Organ and Dragon 
pub is to be demolished. 

The shock news was confirmed on 
Tuesday by supermarket chain Lidl, 
which bought the site - in London 
Road, Ewell - from KFC in February. 

Last year, residents rejoiced after 
KFC withdrew planning applications 
for the site of the old English pub and 
Thai restaurant, which shut in July 
2012. 

But a wrecking ball now hangs over 
the building, which had been home to a 
pub serving the community of Ewell 
since the 18th century. 

A spokesman for Epsom Council said 
as the building was not listed or locally 
listed and is not in a conservation area, 
Lidl does not need planning permission 
to demolish it. 

He said: “The building has no status 
so there was no way the council could 
have saved it from being demolished. 

“There was no case for saving the ex- 
Organ and Dragon building, so demoli¬ 
tion has been permitted by default.” 

Clare Norman, spokeswoman for 
Lidl, said: “The plans are still at early 
design stage and a pre-application 
meeting will be set up with Epsom and 
Ewell Council in early Summer 2014.” 

To build a supermarket on the site 
after demolition, Lidl will require plan¬ 
ning permission from Epsom Council’s 
planning committee. 

The council’s planning committee 
twice rejected attempts by KFC to con¬ 
vert the existing building into a KFC 
restaurant and takeaway on the 
grounds that it would adversely impact 
highway safety and efficiency - a con¬ 
cern which was upheld by the Govern¬ 
ment’s planning inspector when KFC 
appealed the first rejection. 

One commenter on our website said: 
“Criminal. Getting rid of that for a 
square blocked building seems crazy. 
Why do we need a Lidl when an Aldi is 
being built just up the road?”

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Namesake speaks out

Chris Grayling has admitted 
that reforms to the justice ser¬ 
vice have “decimated the UK’s 
legal and penal systems”. 

But, to the disappointment 
of many in the legal profes¬ 
sion, the admission did not 
come from Epsom’s 52-year- 
old MP and Secretary of State 
for Justice - but from his 
namesake - a part-time maths 
tutor and author. 

For the past six months 
Chris Grayling, 59, from Kent, 
has received a stream of 
tweets on Twitter blasting 
him for unpopular reforms to 
legal aid, the probation ser¬ 
vice and prisons - by those 
mistaking him for the Justice 
Secretary, who is famously 
not on Twitter. 

Followed on the social 
media website by barristers, 
doctors, campaigners, trade 
unions, authors and MPs, Mr 
Grayling - who also shares a 
hairstyle with the Lord Chan¬ 
cellor - mostly plays along 
and has even been ap¬ 
proached to stand against the 
MP in Epsom in next year’s 
general election. 

He said: “It has snowballed 
in the past two months. I’ve

even been mistaken by other 
MPs for Chris Grayling who 
have sent me tweets saying 
they’re looking forward to my 
announcements in the House 
of Commons. 

“I give funny replies, which 
I pretend are from Chris 
Grayling and play up to it be¬ 
cause you quite like the atten¬ 
tion, don’t you? 

“I have pretended my ac¬ 
count has been hacked into, 
but it hasn’t. 

“The lawyers love me. 

“They have said they might 
encourage me to go up for

Epsom so it would be Chris 
Grayling versus the nice 
Chris Grayling. It has been 
mentioned probably more in 
jest than in seriousness, but I 
wouldn’t be surprised if they 
tried to get me to do it. 

“I really am against my 
namesake. I’m not a pol¬ 
itical animal, but he’s under¬ 
mining fundamental legal 
principles.” 

Although Mr Grayling did 
not have a description of him¬ 
self on his Twitter page when 
the confusion first surfaced, 
he now describes himself as 


the “author of the fantastical¬ 
ly unsuccessful the Big Keep 
and the Big Sister”. Both nov¬ 
els are self-published, but Mr 
Grayling said he is in the pro¬ 
cess of obtaining a literary 
agent. 

He said he agrees with au¬ 
thors such as Carol Ann 
Duffy who are against a de 
facto ban on sending books to 
prisoners. 

He said: “This is an extraor¬ 
dinary blunder by Chris 
Grayling - that he thought 
this would be popular with 
anybody. But he does posture 


to the right wing of his party. 
It’s totally wrong in my 
opinion. 

“There must be some pris¬ 
oners who want to read in 
prison and to not give them 
the right to do it is appalling.” 

Mr Grayling said his unex¬ 
pected interaction with those 
in legal profession has 
changed his views on their 
work and educated him as to 
the reforms. 

He said: “I’ve spoken to 
quite a few people in the legal 
profession. I used to think 
they were just fat cats. But in¬ 
teracting with them has total¬ 
ly changed my view of the 
legal profession.” 

Chris Grayling MP said he is 
aware of two namesakes - 
Kent’s Mr Grayling and an¬ 
other in America. 

He said: “He is perfectly en¬ 
titled to interact with people 
who tweet with him. He is a 
citizen of this country just 
like everyone else. 

“One of the reasons I have 
had to take diffcult decisions 
about the amount of money 
available for legal aid is about 
trying to protect the money 
we are spending on schools to 
prevent creating pressures for 
teachers like Mr Grayling in 
the education sector.”

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Readers raise £35k for 
charity survival appeal

A charity that is a lifeline for 
those with learning disabili¬ 
ties has said a huge thank 
you to readers who have 
helped raise £35,000 for an ap¬ 
peal in the Epsom Guardian 
to ensure its survival. 

Last spring, this newspaper 
launched the Shine On ap¬ 
peal for the Sunnybank Trust 
- based in St Barnabas 
Church, in Temple Road, 
Epsom - to raise £75,000 to 
save the charity which was 
fighting for its life after fund¬ 
ing from charitable trusts 
dried up because of the 
recession. 

Almost immediately the 
money started coming in and 
was used to plug the hole in 
running and staffing costs 
and specifically, to continue 
running its weekly social 
club Kites, a friendship pro¬ 
gramme and advocacy 
service. 

Then in October, the trust 
won £288,000 of Lottery fund¬ 
ing to support another 150 
people, on top of the 250 peo¬ 
ple it already supports, 
over the next five years - 


conditional on it raising 
£106,000 from elsewhere. The 
money, which has so far been 
used to to recruit a new advo¬ 
cate, a manager for the 
friendship scheme and to de¬ 
velop a new youth club, can¬ 
not be used for its core 
funding. 

So the Shine On appeal has 
continued to play a vital role 
in ensuring the charity’s fu¬ 
ture, not just through the 
money raised but through 
raising its profile across the 
area through a series of 
events and articles, both in 
the paper and online. 

These included leaflet 
drops, Christmas present¬ 
wrapping sessions, a 100-lap 
cycle challenge, the auction¬ 
ing of a Chagall lithograph 
which was donated to the 
trust and the launch of a 
prize draw club. 

Generous donations came 
in from individuals, local 
businesses sponsored the 
charity and local groups got 
behind the campaign. 

Sheila Moran, Sunnybank’s 
advocacy manager, said: “I 
don’t know what the charity 
would have done if we hadn’t 
had the support of the Epsom 
Guardian’s Shine On 
appeal.” 


The brainchild of dyslexia- 
sufferer Tom Rhind-Tutt 
MBE - who started the chari¬ 
ty in the living room of his 
home in Sunnybank, on 
Epsom’s Woodcote estate - it 
provides a replacement offer¬ 
ing for those with learning 
disabilities who had been 
cared for by the Epsom Clus¬ 
ter of mental hospitals, 
which were disbanded in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

He said: “Change doesn’t 
happen overnight. It has 


taken more than 24 years to 
reach this point. Just imag¬ 
ine what another 24 years can 
do for so many vulnerable 
men and women. 

“The challenge is ensuring 
long-term continuity in the 
services we provide - this is 
where the community still 
can help.” 

Dorothy Watson, leader of 
the Kites club, said the trust 
has “greatly valued” the sup¬ 
port of the Epsom Guardian 
and the community through 




the Shine On appeal. 

She said a number of new 
volunteers have joined the 
charity over the past year, 
after reading about the 
appeal. 

She said: “The economic 
climate is still very difficult, 
but our commitment to the 
people we support combined 
with the support the commu¬ 
nity has shown, makes us be¬ 
lieve we have a chance to 
provide sustainable and long¬ 
term services to those who 
most need us. 

“Just because the Shine On 
appeal has ended doesn’t 
mean support is still not 
needed. 

“People with learning dis¬ 
abilities are still one of the 
most vulnerable and loneli¬ 
est groups in our society. 
They face higher levels of 
abuse and hate crime. 

“The hope and future of 
this charity rests with the 
community.”

Can you spot the difference be¬ 
tween these artists’ impressions of 
a planned 45ft sports dome? 

The one in which the dome is al¬ 
most invisible behind trees and 
planting was released last week by 
Nonsuch High School for Girls in 
Ewell Road, Cheam, the other was 
put out by camaigners opposed to 
its plans. 

The images were released as the 
school revealed that it is now look¬ 
ing at reducing the height of the 
dome, near to Nonsuch Park, fol¬ 
lowing criticism from residents 
and councillors. 

Headteacher Peter Gale said on 
Tuesday: “We are working with 


the architects to see if the dome 
can be lowered by three metres 
(approximately 10 feet). 

“We are considering lowering 
after listening to some of the 
points made by local councillors 
and residents. The school is very 
happy to listen to practical sugges¬ 
tions that help all interested 
parties.” 

The proposed dome would be the 
size of three netball courts next to 
Warren Farm, which comprises 
grass and woods owned by conser¬ 
vation charity the Woodland 
Trust. 

In response to concerns raised 
over traffic at the proposed sports 
centre, he said: “We are very 
happy to work with local residents 
to support a 20mph speed limit 
outside the school. 

“There will be more than 51 car 


parking spaces available on site in 
the evening, since the existing 
staff car parks would become 
available. 

“We are considering how we 
could improve pedestrian/cycle 
access. There would be little extra 
traffic at peak times.” 

He said many residents and com¬ 
munity groups are in favour of the 
dome, adding: “We will try to bal¬ 
ance the needs of the students 
with the concerns expressed by 
some residents.” 

In response to the proposed low¬ 
ering of the dome, objector Neil 
Denny, said: “On a basic level 
that’s good news. A smaller dome 
is better than a bigger dome but 
that’s about a third of the prob¬ 
lem. There would still be a flood¬ 
lit all-weather pitch and running 
track, which would create noise, 


traffic and congestion in Cheam.” 

In an objection submitted to 
Epsom Council, Suzanne Burrell 
of Holmwood Close, Cheam, 
raised concerns over traffic, 
noise pollution and lighting at 
night. 

She said: “The proposed 45ft 
structure would dwarf the local 
trees and would be a permanent 
eyesore as is not in keeping with 
the local architecture. 

“Please safeguard the beauty 
and quality of life the local area 
currently offers by declining per¬ 
mission. Should it be allowed to 
go ahead, I for one, would consid¬ 
er moving away from an area I 
have lived in for around 30 years.”

Two fraudsters who conned vulnerable, 
elderly women into paying for unneces¬ 
sary building and gardening work have 
been handed suspended sentences. 

The men, Mark Packham and Charlie 
Eagle, were sentenced at Guildford 
Crown Court last week. 

Packham, 34, of Chetwode Road, in 
Tadworth, conned a woman in her 70s 
out of £2,395 for unnecessary garden 
work in Kingswood. 

He was given a 12-month sentence - 
suspended for 24 months - and will not 
go to prison. He was ordered to under¬ 
take 180 hours of unpaid work, pay 
£1,000 compensation and a £100 victim 
surcharge. 

Packham - described by police as the 
mastermind - worked with Eagle, 22, of 
Long Walk, Epsom, to defraud another 
lady in her 70s in Reigate. They conned 
her out of £1,500. 

For this offence, Packham was ordered 
to carry out a further 70 hours of un¬ 
paid work and he was given an eight- 
month suspended sentence to run 
concurrently. 

Eagle was ordered to undertake 120 
hours of unpaid work, pay £600 towards 
legal fees and a £60 victim surcharge. 

PC Helen Simon said: “I welcome the 
sentences handed to Packham and 
Eagle and hope they send out a message 
to those thinking of defrauding vulnera¬ 
ble members of society.”

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Off to the Supreme Court

Appalled countryside cam¬ 
paigners plan to take their 
case to the Supreme Court 
after the Court of Appeal gave 
permission for development 
on a historic estate in the 
greenbelt. 

In a unanimous judgement 
on Wednesday, Lord Justices 
Richards, Underhill and Floyd 
overturned a High Court judg¬ 
ment that blocked develop¬ 
ment plans at Cherkley Court, 
near Leatherhead, which was 
the home of press baron Lord 
Beaverbrook. 

They also overturned the 
order that the campaigners’ 
High Court costs, believed to 
total more than £50,000, 
should be paid for by Mole 
Valley District Council 
(MVDC), which had originally 
approved the development. 

The council and developer 
Longshot Cherkley Court, 
who jointly brought the ap¬ 
peal, said they were delighted 
with the decision. 

The developer said it would 
now press ahead with the cre¬ 
ation of a golf course, hotel 
and luxury spa at the estate 
which will create 200 jobs, 
with as many as possible 
going to Mole Valley residents. 



Seeking leave to appeal: Campaigners go to court 


But the Cherkley Campaign, 
which won the judicial review 
in the High Court blocking the 
development in August, de¬ 
scribed the decision as “ap¬ 
palling” and immediately 
announced they were seeking 
leave to appeal to the highest 
court in the land. The one 
thing both sides agree on is 
that issues raised by the case 
are of national significance. 

Ian Todd, director of Long- 
shot Cherkley Court, said: 
"From our point of view the 
Court of Appeal judgement 
and the overwhelming sup¬ 
port from the community 
have only strengthened our 
resolve to deliver a project, of 
which Mole Valley residents 
can be justifiably proud.” 

Yvonne Rees, chief executive 


of MVDC, said: “The appeal 
raised a number of important 
planning principles, which are 
of significant interest to other 
planning authorities across 
the country. 

“Such a decision reinforces 
the validity of the decision¬ 
making process that MVDC 
undertook.” 

Kristina Kenworthy, co¬ 
founder of the Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign, said they have asked 
the Court of Appeal for leave 
to appeal, but if it is not grant¬ 
ed then they will apply to 
the Supreme Court for 
permission. 

She said: “We will be seeking 
leave to appeal to the Supreme 
Court.” 

Andy Smith, Surrey branch 
director of the Campaign to 


Protect Rural England 
(CPRE), said: “This is an ap¬ 
palling judgment by the Court 
of Appeal, which, if it is al¬ 
lowed to stand, will set a dan¬ 
gerous precedent for local 
planning. 

“The Cherkley Campaign, 
with CPRE’s support, will be 
seeking to overturn this deci¬ 
sion as soon as possible. The 
Supreme Court must rule on 
this case as it is of national 
significance.” 

Richard Buxton, solicitor for 
the Cherkley Campaign, said: 
“This case raised fundamen¬ 
tal questions about decision 
making affecting the 
environment and paves the 
way for a completely unac¬ 
countable free-for-all, even in 
relation to decisions about 
large developments which are 
supposed to be subject to 
strongest rules relating to as¬ 
sessment of environmental 
impact and transparent deci¬ 
sion making.” 

He appealed to Longshot 
Cherkley Court to act respon¬ 
sible and not send in the bull¬ 
dozers to the Forty Acre Field 
- which is partially inside the 
existing AONB and which is of 
high ecological value - until 
the question of an appeal is 
settled.

WHY THIS JUDGEMENT WAS MADE 



In the judgement, Lord Jus¬ 
tice Richards concluded 
that the majority of coun¬ 
cillors did not err in law or 
act irrationally when grant¬ 
ing planning permission. 

He said the Local Plan did 
not require any “need” to 
justify the development 


and, in any case, need 
could include private de¬ 
mand for an “elite facility” 
catering for a national or 
even global market. 

He was not persuaded 
that there was no 
room for councillors to 
conclude that the overall 


landscape “would not be 
compromised” by the 
development. 

He concluded: “In my 
view, therefore, the judge 
was wrong to find that the 
conclusion reached by the 
majority of the committee 
was perverse.”

In the wake of a headteacher’s 
sudden departure, a top girls’ 
school has reassured parents 
that financial challenges and 
communication problems are 
being effectively addressed. 

Two briefings for parents were 
held at Rosebery School, in 
White Horse Drive, Epsom, last 
Thursday, following controversy 
surrounding the departure of 
head Sarah Mackintosh at the 
end of last term. 

At the first of the meetings, 
John Strutt, chairman of gover¬ 
nors, said as an employer the 
body could not shed any more 
light on her personal decision to 
move on in her career at such 
short notice. 

Mr Strutt said: “I want to reas¬ 
sure you about the future of 
Rosebery School. The school was 
not in crisis. We were able to 
step people up within the 
organisation.” 

Ros Allen, the school’s new act¬ 
ing headteacher, told parents the 
school has risen to the challenge 
of a £500,000 funding gap caused 
by cuts in Government funding 
for schools, 18 fewer sixth form¬ 
ers last year and routine pay

rises for staff. 

Ms Allen said: “I have been 
leading this since January, with 
the leadership team, to make the 
changes we need to make to 
achieve a balanced budget with 
minimal impact on our 
students.” 

She said the team had managed 
to save £327,000 through stream¬ 
lining the curriculum, non re¬ 
placement of teachers where 
possible and scrutinising con¬ 
tracts to ensure good value. 

She said: “With other savings, 
we hope to put into the budget a 
surplus going into next year, and 
we hope quite a significant one. 
We are going to make changes so 
Rosebery is on a firm financial 
footing for the future.” 

In her address to parents, she 
said: “It is an absolute joy to 
work at Rosebery and a huge 
privilege to lead this community 
for the next two terms.” 


When asked about the mood 
among teachers, she said: “Staff 
morale is extremely positive. The 
financial restructuring of the 
teaching staff has been finished 
so everybody knows exactly what 
is happening. 

“Therefore, that anxiety has 
been alleviated.” 

Back in March, parents were 
told that the head was temporari¬ 
ly handing over responsibilities 
due to ill health. Then on the last 
day of the spring term, Friday, 
April 4, Mrs Mackintosh left 
without saying goodbye to 
students. 

The announcement of her de¬ 
parture, along with the fact that 
Ms Allen, her deputy, was to be¬ 
come acting head, was made that 
day - with parents being told via 
ParentMail - the school’s elec¬ 
tronic communications system. 

Ms Allen, only found out Mrs 
Mackintosh was leaving the day 
before her departure. 

In response to parental ques¬ 
tions, she accepted that commu¬ 
nication at the time could have 
been better and said the school is 
committed to improving dialogue 
with parents. 

She said: “With more than 24 
hours notice, I would have done 
some things differently. It was a 
difficult time and we will learn 
from that.”

Charity helps young 
animals fight to live

Baby squirrels, birds and other 
young animals have started ar¬ 
riving in large numbers at 
Leatherhead’s Wildlife Aid Foun¬ 
dation (WAF) at the start of 
what it calls “orphan season”. 

Every spring, WAF admits 
2,000 to 3,000 young animals to its 
hospital, in Randalls Road, and 
receives calls for help from 
across the country. 

Newborn and baby animals 
and birds are especially vulnera¬ 
ble, abandoned or left by parents 
who have been hit by a car, killed 
by a cat, or displaced by people 
chopping trees or doing hedge- 
work in their gardens. 

Some of these stories have a 
happy ending, such as the fox 
cubs found alone in a garden 
shed and brought to WAF, who 
were taken back, kept warm with 
heat pads and monitored to see 
whether their mother would re¬ 
turn. Nine hours later she did. 

However, three baby squirrels 
abandoned in a tree were not so 
lucky. Their mother rejected 
them, and they will stay at the 
WAF hospital until they are old 
enough to survive in the wild. 

While 70 per cent of the animals 



WAF sees survive, as a charity 
that relies on volunteers, mem¬ 
berships and donations, its emer¬ 
gency rescue service is seriously 
overstretched at this time of year. 

Founder Simon Cowell, the star 
of TV show Wildlife SOS, said he 
worries about the fast decline in 
animals’ natural habitat, which 
puts pressure on their chance to 
survive. He believes better edu¬ 
cation about the natural world is 
vital. 

WAF has launched an educa¬ 
tional website on conservation 


and wildlife, with classroom re¬ 
sources, and activities and pro¬ 
jects for young people. 

Mr Cowell said: “I worry that 
kids have lost that connection 
with the natural world. If we can 
get them passionate and inspired 
about nature again, we can start 
to turn things around.”

Hangout in the kitchen 

Five steps to creating the perfect family home 


Creating a kitchen hangout is one way to 
make sure families spend more time to¬ 
gether with children less likely to spend 
time in their rooms playing on their 
iphone or tablets. 

That's the view of estate agent James 
Wyatt, chairman of the Surrey division of 
the National Association of Estate Agents 
(NAEA) who says developers and builders 
can do more to create spaces where fami¬ 
lies will want to spend time together. 

"Creating the correct environment in the 
home is the key to family cohesion and 
happiness" believes James. "In the homes I 
have built for my family, I create welcom¬ 
ing and child-friendly kitchen hangouts, 
providing an alternative to the solitary 
'Google hangout' of their bedrooms," he 
says. 


Some key areas that James thinks 
homeowners, parents and builders look¬ 
ing to create the ultimate family home 
should consider are: 

1) Create a kitchen hangout - some¬ 
where comfy for all the family to be. An 
easy chair or two and a flat screen TV on 
the wall work very well. 

2) Install Sonos or similar - In the old 
days families might have sat around a 
piano - integrated surround sound sys¬ 
tems such as Sonos are the modern day 
versions. These new music devices are bril¬ 
liant for family entertainment. 

3) Say no to TVs in bedrooms - keep the 
televisions close to the hub of the house 
so you can sit and watch something to¬ 
gether without losing the children to isola¬ 
tion upstairs. 


A) Consider a cinema room - not for all 
budgets, obviously, but another great way 
of having an easy family activity on hand 
for rainy days. 

5) Beware where you put the Xbox or 
PlayStation. If you can bear to keep it 
close to your kitchen hangout, you will 
end up spending more time with your chil¬ 
dren even if they are killing zombies whilst 
telling you about their day. 

"Taking smartphones and digital tech¬ 
nology away from children is not the an¬ 
swer for family harmony," continues 
James. "We need to learn to live with this 
equipment and embrace it into our lives 
but show our children that this is just one 
aspect and not the entire world. There is 
still room for a game of Scrabble or 
Monopoly - and not the online version!" 


According to the latest Halifax Insurance 
Digital Home Index, 31 per cent of seven 
to eight year olds now own a mobile 
phone, with the figure rising to 88 per 
cent for 12-14 year olds. Meanwhile, the 
study found that 60 per cent of parents 
are concerned that technology is frag¬ 
menting family time together. 

The report goes on to say that today's 
average child owns some £924 worth of 
electronic devices, with 33 per cent check¬ 
ing their phone for messages several 
times every hour. 64 per cent of children 
also admit to using their devices in bed, 
including mobile phones (30 percent) and 
tablets (19 per cent). The findings have 
raised concerns amongst parents that 
their offspring are finding it difficult to 
switch off and rest properly. 


Not so rich 
will cross tax 
threshold 

The average London home is likely to climb 
to £331,000 next year, surpassing the cur¬ 
rent inheritance tax (IHT) threshold of 
£325,000, according to new analysis. 

According to the report from venture 
capital investor, Albion Ventures the aver¬ 
age home in the south east could trigger 
an inheritance tax bill by 2019 and, across 
the UK, homeowners could expect to see 
their property exceed the current IHT 
threshold by 2025. 

Albion's findings come as average resi¬ 
dential property prices (particularly in Lon¬ 
don and the south east) continue to soar 
while the IHT threshold remains fixed for 
the sixth straight year at £325,000 and is 
set to stay at this level until at least 2018. 

Albion's analysis shows house prices have 
increased by an average of 5.8 per cent a 
year across the UK since 1986, but many 
areas of the UK have seen much higher 
rises over the last 12 months. In London, 
house prices have grown by 15.4 per cent 
while the average across the UK is 7.5 per 
cent. 

Since 1986, the IHT threshold has risen 
by an average of 5.4 per cent a year, but 
has remained at £325,000 since the 
2010/11 tax year and will be frozen at this 
rate until at least April 2019. Had IHT con¬ 
tinued to rise in line with its historic aver¬ 
age it would currently be £401,442 in 
2013/14 rising to £423,212 in 2014/15. 

The average home in the south west is 
forecast to cross the IHT threshold by 2023 
while those in Scotland and Northern Ire¬ 
land may take over 20 years to do so (2036 
and 2042 respectively). 

Patrick Reeve, managing partner at Al¬ 
bion Ventures said: "Rising house prices 
have been welcome news for many, but 
there is a downside. More homeowners will 
be liable for IHT. It's no longer the very 
wealthy who are affected by this tax." 


Growing need for help with DIY 


Britain has a reputation as a 
nation of DIY enthusiasts 
and home improvement 
lovers. However, whether or 
not people are still as keen 
to rely on their own DIY 
skills as they once were is 
under question, following 
new research. 

According to a study con¬ 
ducted for mortgage and 
secured loan broker Ocean- 
Finance.co.uk, more than 
half (57 percent) of UK 
adults would pay a handy¬ 
man to do some or all of a 
number of relatively 


straightforward jobs 
around their home. 

One in 10 (10 percent) of 
those questioned said they 
would pay someone to put 
up a shelf. Other fairly sim¬ 
ple jobs respondents ad¬ 
mitted they would pay a 
professional to do 
include bleed¬ 
ing a radia¬ 
tor (9 per 
cent) and as¬ 
sembling flat 
pack furniture 
(7.4 percent). 

In London, 


three-quarters (75 per cent) 
of residents have splashed 
out to hire a professional to 
do odd jobs like this at 
some point. Meanwhile, in 
the north east of England 
less than half (41.17 per 
cent) of respondents 
would consider 
doing so. 



Ian Williams, spokesman 
for Ocean Finance, says: 
"We've seen a jump in the 
number of people looking 
to borrow money to im¬ 
prove their home this 
spring. What's clear is 
whether people feel they 
lack the skills, time or tools, 
many will pay somebody 
else to undertake even fair¬ 
ly simple projects."

Added sparkle 
to new Edition 

Spanish car maker Seat has 
injected some added sparkle into 
its Ibiza compact hatch, with the 
announcement of a new FR Edition 
variant. 

Borrowing a 1.4-litre petrol 
engine from Volkswagen, this new 
model boasts clever cylinder cut¬ 
off technology to save fuel and 
reduce emissions. 

During periods of low demand, 
the engine switches from four to 
two cylinders - technology that’s 
now appearing on Volkswagen, 
Audi and even Bentley models. 

It’ll sprint to 62mph in 7.8 
seconds. It’ll also save you money 
thanks to its 60.1 mpg and 
109g/km economy rating. Along¬ 
side the regular FR, Edition models 
gain red seatbelts, red brake 
calipers, titanium-coloured 17-inch 
alloy wheels, matching coloured 
door mirrors, climate control and 
dark tinted rear windows. 

In both three and five-door guise, 
prices start at £15,320, with a 
£600 premium for the higher 
specification Edition models. 


Prices for the Mitsubishi Outlander 
PHEV - the world’s first plug-in 
hybrid SUV - have been announced, 
writes Philip Shoulder. 

The PHEV range starts at £28,249 
for the entry-level GX3h, which is 
the same as the equivalent 
Outlander diesel GX3 auto. 

Along with laying claim to being 
the only plug-in hybrid on the 
market not carrying a price 
premium for its hybrid technology, 
the Japanese firm also says that the 
Outlander PHEV is the most practical 
vehicle that qualifies for the 
Government’s £5,000 Plug-in Car 
Grant, with five seats, 4WD and a 
large (463 litre) boot. 

The car’s ultra-low C02 emissions 
of 44 g/km also means there’s no 
Vehicle Excise Duty (VED) payable. 

Other more highly specified 
variants of the Outlander PHEV 
include the GX4h at £32,899 and the 
£34,999 GX4hs. 

The hybrid system comprises a 
2.0-litre petrol engine fitted with 
Mitsubishi’s Valve Timing Electronic 
Control and twin 80 bhp electric 
motors - one powering each axle - 


hooked up to a high-capacity 12.0 
kWh lithium-ion battery pack. 

This results in a claimed official 
economy figure of 148 mpg, with the 
PHEV able drive on electric-only 
propulsion for up to 32.5 miles. 

Three different driving modes 
work to derive the most energy 
efficient propulsion of the Outlander 
PHEV. 

The combination of conventional 
combustion engine and electric 
operation allows the Outlander PHEV 


to be efficient on a range of both 
shorter daily commutes and longer 
less frequent journeys. 

The car’s exterior style is reflected 
in the cabin, with what Mitsubishi 
call a ‘simple yet tasteful design’, 
incorporating high-quality materials, 
giving the Outlander PHEV a rich, 
premium feel.

Plan to cut back on signs 


New plans to allow local councils in 
Great Britain the freedom to cut 
down the number of road markings 
and signs, have been announced by 
Roads Minister Robert Goodwill. 

The changes are included in a 
new consultation which also 
contains proposals for clearer road 
markings and new low-level signals 
for cyclists which will help improve 
safety on the roads. 

The proposals will reduce the 
number of signs that the 
Department for Transport will need 
to authorise and streamline the 
approval process for councils, 
cutting regulation. 

The changes will mean road users 
will have signs that are easier to 
understand and could cut clutter on 
the roads. The proposals will also 
look to relax regulations for parking 
bays and yellow-box junctions to 
give local councils greater flexibility 
in designing road layouts and 
markings. 

The Department for Transport also 
plans to introduce a range of 
measures to help local authorities 
make roads safer for cyclists and 



encourage more people to take to 
two wheels. These include: 

• bigger cycle boxes at traffic 
lights to make it safer for cyclists at 
junctions; 

• low-level traffic light signals 
and filters that give cyclists a ‘head 
start’ on other traffic; 

• the roll-out of shared crossings 
for pedestrians and cyclists which 
allow those on a bicycle to cross the 
road safely and 

• removing the ‘lead-in’ lanes at 
advance stop lines, which force 
cyclists to enter a cycle box 
alongside the kerb.

“The repercussions of a 
penalty miss were huge, it’s 
really a form of Russian 
roulette, we were the fortu¬ 
nate ones.” 

He added: “You cannot cele¬ 
brate a win like that, and 
there was not much I could 
say to Neil [Cugley, Folke¬ 
stone manager]. 

“They had played well, we 
were just happy to come 
through it.” 

Tanners were last promot¬ 
ed to the top tier of the 
Ryman League in 2011, but 
their stay was curtailed to 
just one season following rel¬ 
egation straight back down. 

But Brady believes they 
have what it takes to avoid a 
similar fate.
